Their  ship 
docked  in  Naples,  Italy;  and  from  there  they 
visited  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Earl  Morgan,  Nazarene 
missionaries  in  Florence;  and  also,  Rev.  Del 
Rosso,  who  is  head  of  the  Nazarene  missions 
in  Italy.  Then  they  traveled  on  through  vari- 
ous parts  of  Europe  and  the  British  Isles  to 
return  in  April  to  the  States  and  Olivet.

It  is  altogether  fitting  that  we  should  move  into  a  new  College  Church 
building,  and  a  new  Memorial  Library  building  during  the  same  academic  year, 
thus  symbolizing  progress  in  both  the  spiritual  and  the  intellectual  pursuits.  May 
it  ever  be  so  at  Olivet. 

My  congratulations  to  this  student  body  who  have  shared  in  these,  and  other 
historic  events  at  our  beloved  college  this  year.

The  Theological  Certificate  Course  is  planned  to  meet  the  need  of  students 
who  want  training  in  Bible  and  theology,  but  who  find  it  impractical  to  pursue 
the  regular  degree  program.  The  Theological  Certificate  Course  is  designed  to 
cover  the  subjects  listed  in  the  study  for  ministers  in  the  1952  manual  of  the 
Church  of  the  Nazarene. 

This  is  a  three  year  ministerial  study  course,  particularly  for  older  students.
